The 
very nature of the w ritten constitu­ 
tion im plies that the representatives 
of the people can exercise only such 
powers as are conferred in the con­ 
stitution, and the judiciary must ad­ 
judge any act as void that is not au­ 
thorized by the 
constitution. 
This 
does not suppose the superiority of 
the jud iciary to the legislative pow­ 
er. 
It only supposes that the power 
of ihe people is superior to both, and 
that 
where 
the 
legislature’s 
w ill 
stands opposed to the constitutional 
powt i s, judges 
should 
he governed 
by the latter.
